Russia's President Mich- 


ael Kalinin proclaimed to- 
day that "the hour is near 
when all of the occupied 
(Soviet) republics will re- 
turn to the family" of the 
U. S. S. R. and declared 
that the Red armies now 
were approaching the borders of 
White Russia, Latvia, Estonia and 
Lithuania, 
"The Germans never will recap- 
ture from the Red army the Ini- 
tiative which has been 
gained," 
Kalinin said, adding that Soviet 
troops had thrown 
the Invaders 
back 175 miles in some sectors. 
Kalinin's message, spread across 
the front pages of Soviet newspa- 
pers, said Adolf Hitler had sacri- 
ficed 
everything 
to realize 
his 
dream of capturing Moscow, as Na- 
poleon did in 1812, and that he 
would pay still more heavily for It. 


A Soviet broadcast reported that 
Hitler had thrown several fresh 
divisions into the conflict, mostly 
of older classes. 
Front-line dispatches said Rus- 
sia's winter campaign, designed to 


, cripple the Germans 
and 
break 
their spring offensive before it can 
get under way, was pressing stead- 
ily forward. 


Axis N earing Tobruk.

LONDON, Feb. B.— (&)—The ad- 
miralty asserted today that several 
Italian submarines had "paid the 
ultimate 
penalty" 
after 
having 


been sent to help the Germans' sub- 
marine campaign in the Atlantic. 


One of these, the admiralty said, 
was the Ferraris, an 880-ton craft 
armed with eight torpedo tubes, 
two 3;9-lnch guns, which was sunk 
late in 1941 after having been dam- 
aged by a United States-built Cata- 
llna flying boat. 
The admiralty said the Ferraris 
had had an "eventful, but unsuc- 
cessful" history. 
She was one of four Italian sub- 


marines which escaped from Mas- 
saua, Eritrea, on the Red 
Sea, 
when lost her East African empire 
and which made a 14,000-mile voy- 
age back to Europe without incl- 
det.Such a cruise was "made possible 
by meeting with a German supply 
ship which was sailing under the 
Stars and Stripes."

HE IS TALKING ABOUT WINS* 


No Echo of Echoes Was Teacher Who Spoke 


Simple and Sublime Truth —The Great 
Counsellor Was Also the Great Helper Of 
Humanity—How Jesus Spent Sabbath. 


WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


The late Senator Fess, of Ohio,] 


once said to me, "I try never to 
make 
a speech unless I know 


more about the subject than my 
listeners." In France, during the 
first war, where I spoke nightly to 
the soldiers, after my day's work 
as a correspondent, Dr. Charles R. 
•Watson, president of the American 
University In Cairo, talked with 
me about the strange 
failure of 


many famous lecturers and preach- 
ers, orators and artists with words, 
to hold the Interest of the men In 
uniform. Many were sont home 
as failures. "This man's 
army," 


Bald Dr. Watson, "wants to hear 
the speaker who tells them some- 
thing they did not know before. 
You talk about your recent experi- 
ences In Russia; Dr. Daly, of Har- 
vard, talks about French mud and 
geology In general; I talk 
about 
Islam and the war, and our audi- 
ences listen eagerly. But they will 
not abide what they call 'hot- 
air artists'" 
That conversation gave me a 


golden rule for public speaking, 
and I have tried to follow it ever 
since. It was the method of Jesus, 
as shown In our present report of 
His speaking In Capernaum. 
He 
was no winnower of stale straw. 
He did not get His sermons from 
commentaries, or from books of 
hackneyed 
Illustrations. His for- 


mula was not fixed by any school 
of theology. Out of His own life, 
and out of His personal knowledge 
of the Heavenly Father and His 
•will, and out of His keen obser- 
vation of the contemporary life 
about Him, Jesus drew His teach- 
ings. The Voice of Authority. 


So He spoke with an authority 
that amazed the crowd. 
That Is 
the outstanding truth of the Les- 
»on. Here was no mere echoer of 
dead men's opinions. 
The com- 
mon comment was. 
"This Rabbi 


•peaks with authority, and not as 
the Scribes and Pharisees. 
Ho 
talks as if He really knew what 
He is saying. We never heard it 
on this wise before. 
Never man 


•pake like this Man. 
It Is not the authority of Christ 
that our war-ravaged world needs 
to recognize today? 
What other 


leader has a fresh word for our 
distressed times? 
To whom else 
may we look for Inspiration, for 
comfort and 
for spirit-sustaining 


truth? The "great" leaders who 
have 
strutted 
to the 
fore 
in 
Europe are comic failures. Stead- 
ily and strongly the figure of Jesus 
is emerging in new significance 
and power. 
Even the 
hardest- 


boiled scientists are 
proclaiming 
that the new order we all seek 
can come only by an acceptance of 
the leadership of Christ. Suppose 
we all were to sign the old Chris- 
tian Endeavor pledge, "Trusting In 
the Lord Jesus Christ for strength, 
I promise Him that I will strive 
to do whatever He would like to 
have me do," would not a com- 
' 
plete world change follow immedi- 
ately? Just Helping- Folk. 


That busy Sabbath in old Caper- 
naum was largely given to helping 
folk. Jesus healed the unknown 
crowds, and He healed His hostess, 
Simon Peter's mothor-ln-law. 
He 


•was lavish with His 
life 
and 


power to every one who had any 
•ort of need. 
He never 
disre- 
garded the ceasless stream of the 
Ills of mind and body that flows 
all about us. The most significant 
biography of Jesus Is the single 
sentence, "He went 
about doing 


good." 
There Is no orthodoxy greater 
than the habit of helpfulness, In 
all 
of life's daily ways. 
That 
Christmas really follow Christ Is 
proved 
by the disproportionate 


amount 
of money that goes to 


community chests, 
Red 
Cross, 


China relief, and al lother good 
causes, from the members of the 
churches. Unnoted by the world, 
and Illustrative of this spirit, Is 
the
